TRADITIONALIZING THE BIBLE 


“Then came together unto him the Pharisees, and cer- 
tain of the scribes, which came from Jerusalem. And when 
they saw some of his disciples eat bread with defiled, 
that is to say, with unwashen, hands, they found fault. 
For the Pharisees, and all the Jews, except they wash 
their hands oft, eat not, holding the tradition of the 
elders. And when they come from the market, except they 
wash, they eat not. And many other things there be, which 
they have received to hold, as the washing of cups, and 
pots, brasen vessels, and of tables. Then the Pharisees 
and scribes asked him, Why walk not thy disciples ac- 
cording to the tradition of the elders, but eat bread with 
unwashen hands? He answered and said unto them, Well 
hath Esaias prophesied of you hypocrites, as it is written, 
This people honoureth me with their lips, but their heart 
is far from me. Howbeit in vain do they worship me, 
teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. For 
laying aside the commandment of God, ye hold the tra- 
dition of men, as the washing of pots and cups: and 
many other such like things ye do. And he said unto 
them, Full well ye reject the commandment of God, that 
ye may keep your own tradition. For Moses said, Hon- 
our thy father and thy mother; and, Whoso curseth fath- 
er or mother, let him die the death: But ye say, If a 
man shall say to his father or mother, It is Corban, that 
is to say, a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be prof- 
ited by me; he shall be free. And ye suffer him no more 
to do ought for his father or his mother; making the 
word of God of none effect through your tradition, which 
ye have delivered: and many such like things do ye,” 
Mark 7:1-13. 

Here, as on numerous occasions during the ministry of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, we find Him opposed, not by the 
publicans and sinners, but by one of the strongest re- 
ligious sects of that day, the Pharisees. The Pharisees 
and scribes were very religious, but their religion, as re- 
ligion often is, was of a bad type. Though they were, in 
a general sense, negligent of the weightier matters of the 
law, they practiced observance of religious forms and 
traditions and imposed them upon the people. It was ever 
their custom to lay great stress upon the outward, yet 
they were very careless of the spiritual. The teaching of 
the Lord Jesus was quite different, for He exalted the 
spiritual and insisted upon the supreme importance of 
true, pure, reverent hearts. So positive was the contrast 
between ceremonialism and spirituality in Christ’s teach- 
ing on this occasion that it was, as in many other in- 
stances, in complete opposition to that of the religious 
leaders of His age and nation. 

You will observe four ceremonial substitutes for which 
the Pharisees and all others of like guilt were condemned 
by the Lord Jesus. First, they had substituted washing 
with water for purity of heart ablutions. Indeed, they 
were observing washings and sprinklings required by the 
law, but many others were invented through their super- 
stition. The Lord Jesus stressed the point that the thing 
of great importance was the purifying of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart. Second, they had substituted 
the tradition of the elders for the commandment of God. 
As Jews, they cherished their history; they revered the 
memory of: their heroes; they treasured and superstiti- 
ously honored their sacred books containing the doctrines 
that came down from antiquity. Their fault, however, 
was in magnifying the precepts and traditions of man 
rather than magnifying the commandments of God. Then, 
as now, human interpretations, additions, corruptions of 
the Word can never substitute the Word itself. Jesus came 
to fulfill the law, but not mere tradition. Third, they 
had substituted the worship of the lips for the worship 
of the heart. This was, indeed, an old fault; in fact, Jesus 
had, on frequent occasions, censored their vain repeti- 
tions, which He knew were not from devout, but from 
hypocritical hearts. God’s law then and now is that we 
worship God in Spirit and truth. Fourth, they substituted 
subtle evasion for filial duty. It was in keeping with God’s 
law that the children not only respect, but support their 
parents, especially in old age, but they had provided a 
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means by which they could evade this obligation. It is 
easy to deduct from these substitutes that it is ssible 
to be religious and yet, in a deeper sense, be sinful and 
out of harmony with the mind and will of God.

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The Feast of Ascension is as im- 
portant with the Eastern Church as 
Easter and Christmas. The Eastern 
Church, known as the Greek Ortho- 
dox, has kept this very notable feast 
since the inauguration of the third 
century, when the Roman Empire as 
a whole embraced Christianity. The 
ascension of our Lord as recorded in 
the four Gospels, and especially in the 
first chapter of the book of Acts, has 
been commemorated by many church- 
es built on the Mount of Olives since 
the second century, the remains of 
which are still there to this day. 

The Mount of Olives, which is 1,000 
feet above sea level, commands a very 
prominent position in both history 
and location. Many historical and 
Biblical incidents of importance oc- 
curred on this blessed mountain, and 
persons familiar with their Bible can 
tell that. My interest is to point out 
that the Mount of Olives towers over 
the city of Jerusalem and overlooks 
every corner of it, and no wonder the 
Lord had many times ascended that 
mountain with His disciples during 
His lifetime on earth. The Garden of 
Gethsemane, lying on the western side 
of the mountain, makes it very pic- 
turesque and fascinating to all who 
come that way. From the top of Olivet 
to the east one can view the Dead 
Sea, Jordan, mountains of Gilead, hills 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, Bethlehem, 
and Hebron districts where the moun- 
tains are clothed with olive, fig trees, 
and vines, besides the varieties of 
fruit trees. The mountain extends for 
a distance of three miles from north 
to south, and two miles from east to 
west. On the very summit we see sev- 
eral ancient and modern churches 
built thereon, and all are called the 
“Church of Ascension.” The place 
where the Lord stood and gave His 
disciples the last farewell message can 
be seen: it is a large flat rock, per- 
haps fifty feet long and forty wide, 
encircled by a high wall, and is lo- 
cated on the very summit of the 
mountain, overlooking the Temple. 

It is marvelous to learn how this Day 
of Ascension falls om Thursday; that 
is, on the Eastern Calendar, and is 
known as the “Thursday of Ascen- 
sion.” This comes forty days after the

blessed Feast of the Resurrection, or 
Easter Sunday. People from every 
part of the country, as well as from 
other parts of the world, enjoy com- 
ing on that day to the Mount of Ol- 
ives, and staying the whole time, 
roaming about until sunset. They 
make special sweets and cakes, and 
take their meals for the whole day. 
They may be seen sitting under the 
trees, either eating, praying, or sing- 
ing. The Russian Church, which has 
a tower almost 500 feet high, is seen 
clustered with poaee climbing up to 
view the country from various direc- 
tions. Vendors and salesmen can be 
seen with their little carriages, selling 
all kinds of sweets, candies, food, such 
as roasted meat, liver, corn, and other 
dainties. Everybody has on the best 
and most colorful dresses and cloth- 
ing, making the atmosphere gay and 
pleasant. Children are seen playing 


under the trees. Mothers who come _ 


only to please their children bring 
ropes and tie them to the branches 
of the olive trees to make swings. It 
really thrills you to see the little boys 
and girls flying in the air as they 
stand on those swings. The heads of 





Rev. Suleiman was born in Jerusalem, 
Palestine, in December, 1905. He attend- 
ed school at the Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance High and Bible School in 
Jerusalem, and graduated in July, 1925. 
He was married June 27, 1927. He was 
saved and sanctified May 4, 1929, and 
filled with the Holy Ghost the next day. 
He was then called to do evangelistic 
work.

people for long hours. When they are 
through, they remain for lunch, and 
again in the afternoon hold another 
service; at the close of this one, the 
people start for home. 

It is very interesting to see how the 
people go from this mountain at the 
close of the celebration. Those who 
live in the city of Jerusalem come 
down through the old Roman Road, 
the very road our Lord traveled. Some 
walk that road, others can be seen 
riding, either on donkeys or mules, for 
cars cannot travel this road. They. 
have to go the longer road. 

We had the privilege to go every 
year to this blessed mountain and 
celebrate this wonderful incident 
which reminded us of the ascension 
of our Lord and of His return some 
day. Thank God, Olivet still stands as 
a monument until the day when the 
Lord shall come again to it in like 
manner as He went up in to heaven. 
We want to be with Him when He 
shall come to reign the thousand 
years.

BIG CHIEF CONVERTED IN 
FORMOSA 

The biggest, most influential Bun- 
nan chieftain on Formosa has been 
converted to Christianity, according to 
a cable received from Rev. Dick lis, 
Youth for Christ International direc- 
tor on Formosa. The cable adds, “It 
is the real thing. He is ey all over 
the island telling his tribe about the 
Saviour. This may mean the entire 
Bunnan tribe turning to Christ. RE- 
JOICE, and then pray for nothing less 
than that.” Hillis stated that already 
there are three Bunnan churches and 
fifteen meeting places. 

Youth for Christ has ten men work- 
ing on Formosa. Since October, 1951, 
an estimated 45,000 people have pro- 
fessed Christ as Saviour through 
Youth for Christ efforts. 


SCRIPTURES FOR KOREA 


A shipment of 150,000 Korean New 
Testaments, supplied by the American 
Bible Society, has arrived in Korea, 
according to information sent by Gen- 
eral James A. Van Fleet. 

General Van Fleet has asked for

25,000 additional copies of the Scrip- 
tures for the Korean military forces 
as well as for Testaments for the 
Greek fighting personnel. Consequent- 
ly, the Bible Society is forwarding 
more than 50,000 Korean books, con- 
taining the four Gospels and the Book 
of Acts and 96,000 copies of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount in a Korean-Eng- 
lish edition, 1,500 Korean Testaments, 
and a supply of Greek Testaments. 

Church officials report 2,000 South 
Korean soldiers have joined Protestant 
churches since the beginning of 1951. 
Many of the converts were given in- 
struction in the Christian faith while 
undergoing hospital treatment for 
their wounds. 

Up to now, wars have cost the Unit- 
ed States $414 billion—enough to give 
every American family a new $8,000 
home, a $1,200 car, and $2,000 in the 
bank. 

Southern Baptists now have 410 
chaplains serving in the military es- 
tablishment. According to Alfred Car- 
penter, Director of the Chaplains Com- 
mission of the Home Mission Board for 
the SBC, the Army is asking for 38 
- a the Navy, 42, and the Air Force, 


REVIVAL IN CHILE IN SPITE OF 
OPPOSITION 


Revival meetings conducted by the 
Rev. Clifton Erickson in various cities 
of Chile have been bitterly opposed by 
the Catholics and by the physicians 
(most of whom are Catholic). The 
meetings which feature prayer for the 
sick as well as the preaching of sal- 
vation, have been the cause of much 
stir in Valdivia, Valparaiso, and Santi- 
ago. Missionary John C. Jackson, of 
the Assemblies of God, writes that 
when he and other workers were 
brought to court by the Medical As- 
sociation on the charge of practising 
healing without a license, some 300 
persons who had been healed of deaf- 
ness, blindness, paralysis, rheumatism, 
and other ailment came to testify PP 
licly to their healing and secured the 
release of the workers. Meetings in 
Santiago are drawing over 30,000 peo- 
ple a night, and the National Stadium 
will be used for the last three nights 
of the meeting, providing 50,000 seats 
in this largest stadium in Chile. 


TRUE CHURCH NOW ONLY IN 
CHINESE HEARTS 


While Chinese Christians gather at 
odd hours in secret age to pray, to 
read the Bible, and plead that God 
have mercy on their tortured country 
and its people, the organized churches 
in China have become instruments of 
the Communist Government, accord- 
ing to Dr. L. Stumpf, recently ap- 
pointed head of the Hong Kong office 
for Service to Refugees, set up jointly 
by the Lutheran World Federation, 
and the World Council of Churches. 
Stumpf declares that “the Church in 
China has taken refuge in the hearts 
of the true Chinese Christians.” He 
added that although the Communists 
claim it is the foreign influence they 
want to eliminate from China, it is 
really “the spirit of Christ as such 


that the Communish regime wants to 
expel.” “The Bible text is still read 
from the pulpit,” Mr. Stumpf said in 
a letter to Dr. Stewart W. Herman, 
director of LWF Service to Refugees, 
“but it is interpreted as pro-marxist 
literature. Jesus’ words are twisted 
from love into hate, from peace into 
destruction, from life into death.” 


BIBLE DEFENDER DIES 

Dr. Harry Rimmer, one of the great 
defenders and propagators of the 
faith in our time, died at his home in 
Pacific Palisades, Calif., on March 19. 
The private memorial service was held 
at the Hollywood Presbyterian church 
on Saturday, March 22. According to 
KING’S BUSINESS he had a severe 
case of cancer, which proved to be 
fatal. Dr. Rimmer was well known all 
over the’ nation as a famous Bible 
lecturer and writer.’

Air Force photo technician who took 
the picture over Europe and painted 
in the figure of Christ. He was selling 
the picture to airmen as sourvenirs.

This is a picture of the church ser- 
vices conducted by Cpl. Robert Orr, 
formerly of North Carolina, who is 
now stationed in Japan, in the Air 
Corps. Look! With the exception of 
less than a dozen, and I understand 
there is less than 300 in this group, 
they are all looking toward the plat- 
form in sincere earnestness. 

Cpl. Orr, who is assisting the Chap- 
lain, writes: “The people in Japan are 
hungry for the gospel.” Our brother 
is hopeful that as soon as he is out 
of the service he can remain as mis- 
sionary to these people. 

Brother Orr states that the chap- 
lain and several of the Christians 
went to a little town called MoMoshi, 
which is very near the base, and had 
street services and gave away some 
Gospels. The chaplain promised to re- 
turn, but later he was shipped to Ko- 
rea and didn’t get back to MoMoshi. 
Our Brother Orr, then, with some of 
his friends, secured the town hall and 
began meetings on Friday evenings. 
There are no churches whatsoever in 
the town. The crowds run from 200 to 
300 every night. The people are very 
hungry for the gospel, and they are 
handicapped because of the language 
barrier. The Japanese interpreter at 
oo base chapel assists in the meet- 
ngs. 

“Tt is thrilling to hear those hun- 
dreds of children sing “Jesus Loves 
Me” and other songs—the« Japanese 
people love to sing. How I wish I were 
out of the Air Force and here as a 
missionary. If only we had some na- 
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tive workers here!” He states that he 
and his friend visited a leper colony 
hospital and held_ services. there. 
“There are some Christians in the 
hospital, and it would thrill you to 
hear those who attend our meetings 
sing, even though leprosy will kill 
them if God doesn’t intervene. They 
can still smile and sing His praises.” 

Brother Orr has also been invited to 
speak at a girls’ private school in 
Aomori City. He has had lunch with 
the principal and states that the peo- 
ple there are hungry for the gospel. 
May I request that all of you pray 
for Brother Orr. Also pray that God 
will make it possible for Brother 
and Sister Heil, our missionaries to 
Japan, to find a suitable location and 
be able to win many souls to God. 
Brother and Sister Heil are waiting for 
their visa and military permit. 

Do pray for Japan—Japan is the 
world’s Number 1 mission field today.

I have spent 
more than four years of work compil- 
ing, note-writing, reading extensively, 
searching, questioning, interviewing 
infidels, former saints, criminals, 
preachers, listening to sermons for the 
sake of finding weak spots. Now, 
thank God, my work came abruptly 
to an end.

30:17, “For I will 
restore health unto thee, and I will 
heal thee of thy wounds, saith the 
Lord.”

5:17, 
“Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are 
become new.” We, then, as members

He exhorts concerning affections, 
set them on things of the new home, 
the new country we shall inherit, re- 
membering that the things of this old 
world will one day pass away. In this 
connection I am made to think of the 
motto, “Just one life, ’twill soon be 
past; only what’s done for Christ will 
last.” 

Then, too, a Christian is like one 
who has gained citizenship in a new 
country.

Acts 13:1-4, “Now there were in the 
church that was at Antioch certain 
prophets and teachers; as Barnabas, 
and Simeon that was called Niger 
and Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen, 
which had been brought up with Her- 
od the tetrarch, and Saul. As they 
ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the 
Holy Ghost said, Separate me Barna- 
bas and Saul for the work whereunto 
I have called them. And when they 
had fasted and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they sent them away.

ave ever been those of the school of 
thought that would have God call the 
missionaries, and they were to go and 
trust the Lord to supply their need. 
Or some well-meaning soul has said, 
“IT will send you so much a year,” and 
maybe several have done this, so that 
when the missionary left, he actuall 
had assurances of enough mouse , 
They have gone to the mission field, 
and unavoidable circumstances, or the 
coldness of heart that is often mani- 
fested, has seized upon the hearts of 
his guarantors, and he is left strand- 
ed. The mere fact that God has mi- 
raculously come to the aid of some of 
these unfortunate ones does _ not 
change the fact that His Word shows 
that we are to send those whom God 
has called, and support them as they 
labor for God away from home and 
friends. 

God has shown that it is His will 
that the church accept responsibility 
for not only the temporal well-bein 
of the missionary, but also to see tha 
they do not ere in doctrine. When a 
point of doctrine arose, Paul went 
back to Jerusalem to those that were 
apostles before him, and when they, 
by study and waiting upon God, had 
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come to a conclusion, that is what 
they taught. It is my earnest convic- 
tion that if those who had gone out 
had all done the same thing, there 
would not be the untold number of 
churches, each with a doctrine pec- 
uliar to them, and in most cases for- 
eign to the work of God. It would be- 
hoove the modern-day theologians in 
many cases also to consult with the 
men of God who have been on the 
pathway and whom God has, through 
the instrumentality of the church, set 
in authority, for, if they did, beyond 
doubt the books that they write and 
their teaching would not in a few 
years be cast aside. 

When missionaries are sent out by 
the church, it helps to eliminate those 
who, though they are honest, are not 
stable, and who, when they get on the 
field, either embarrass the group they 


represent, or, breaking down psychi- 
atrically, cause damage, which, of 
course, ruins, for a great while, the in- 
fluence of the gospel. When mission- 
aries go out with the blessing of the 
parent organization, they are respect- 
ed and helped to a greater degree b 
the authorities of the mission field. 
It also aids them in securing the nec- 
essary documents they need to work 
in the mission field to which they are 
going. It may be that there are still 
some of the old “die-hards” who feel 
that all the ministry, including the 
missionaries, ought to pray down each 
meal from heaven. They are, however, 
usually from the em who never 
knew what it was to ve to trust 
God from day to day themselves. 
There is no doubt that it is a blessing 
to trust God from day to day, and 
pray each meal down from heaven, 
but it is noticeable that the ones who 
must do this get very little else done. 
I think that our missionaries are 
among the finest in the world, and 
deserve better treatment than this 
from us. Any shortcomings in our mis- 
sion program can usually be traced 
to those of us at home who are not 
doing the sending the way we ought 
to, and it is certain that if we fail 
God in this, we shall surely be called 
to account for the souls who have per- 


ished because the Church, due to your ~ 


failure and mine, could not get the 
missionaries there in time. Let’s get 
behind our mission program, and send 
the light to those who are today in 
darkness.

Talking is good if seasoned with 
salt. Walking is good if placed in the 
nail-scarred hand; a privilege, a duty, 
and a sacred honor, which gives free- 
dom the world can never give.

Only one of the apostles remained 
to die a natural death: all were mar-. 
tyred except John. But their martyr- 
dom only kindled a greater light on 
the pathway of John in his old age. 
Our companion in tribulation taught 
Polycarp, and Polycarp taught Ira- 
naeus, thus preserving the apostolic 
faith for more than two centuries. 

The gospel earlier proclaimed by 
John the Baptist was, to my opin- 
ion, much talked of by Andrew and 
Peter, and ssibly James and John, 
with their father—all alert men. The 
voice which all the angels of God wor- 
shiped spoke serenely to a group of 
fishermen who were toiling for a mea- 
ger fare. How could they refuse? 
There was nothing to lose. 

This same Jesus, who is the Bright- 
ness of God’s Glory, speaks with eter- 
nal life. He lives and reigns in every 
Christian’s heart. Therefore, we 
Christians are a definite part of this 
light, this light of much faith which 
worketh by love. 

“Now ye are the body of Christ and 
members in particular,” 1 Cor. 12:27. 
We have heard the voice of the Master 
say, “Follow me.” Something within 
thirsted for this fellowship. Nothing 
else could fill the vacancy. We tried 
many things but to no avail. Oh, the 
hearts —— for Him today! Wh 
is it so? He trudged up Golgotha, died, 
and rose again to save everyone who 
will ask Him. 

Most certainly, the body of Christ, 
in person, has already come forth in 
the resurrection. Spiritually speaking, 
the body of Christ will come forth at 
the sounding of the trumpet. 


“In the resurrection morning, 

When the trump of God shall sound, 
We shall rise; we shall rise.

after salvation, else why would Jesus 
pray for the disciples to,receive it 
after they had followed Him in the 
regeneration, Matt. 19:28, and their 
names were written in heaven, Luke 
10:20? Neither was sanctification for 
the disciples alone, “but for them also 
which shall believe on me through 
thy word,” St. John 17:20. Sanctifica- 
tion is not something to be attained 
only at death, for it is spoken of in 
the present tense. In 1 Cor. 1:2, we 
read where Paul is addressing the 
Church of God at Corinth, and he 
speaks to those who are (present 
tense) sanctified and called to be 
saints: “Unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, to them that are 
sanctified in Christ Jesus, called to be 
saints, with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ 
our Lord, both theirs and ours.” We 
need not be ignorant about this, for 
we can be sanctified right now and 
called to be saints. 

Not only can we be sanctified, but 
it is God’s will for us to be sanctified. 
“For this is the will of God, even your 
sanctification,” 1 Thess. 4:3. Neither 
is sanctification the Holy Ghost, for 
we are sanctified by the blood of Je- 
sus (Heb. 13:12), and the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost is a filling and an 
enduement of power. Right here I 
should like to bring in a little word 
to those who preach the “sin more or 
less religion,” and believe it is impossi- 
ble to keep from sinning. When Jesus 
saved the adulteress woman in St. 
John 8:11, He told her to “go and sin 
no more.” Now if it were impossible to 
keep from sinning more or less, then 


Jesus would not have commanded her 
to do something it was impossible to 
do. But thanks be to God, it is possible 
to “sin no more,” for if Jesus has 
power to save us from sin, He has 
power to keep us from. sin. 

God does not want us to be ignorant 
about the Holy Ghost either. Some 
people claim, “Oh, I received the Holy 
Spirit when I was saved.” Well, but 
what about the Holy Ghost? Let me 
show you by the Word of God a man 
who definitely was saved and had the 
Spirit, even to the extent that he was 
fervent in the Spirit, but he still did 
not have the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Acts 18:24, 25, “And a 
certain Jew named Apollos, born 
at Alexandria, an eloquent man, 
and mighty in the Scriptures, came to 
Ephesus. This man was instructed in 
the way of the Lord; and being fer- 
vent in the Spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John.” 
We see that Apollos was instructed in 
the way of the Lord; he was saved, if 
you please, and baptized in water. But 
if you read the next verse you will 
see he needed further instructions in 
the way of the Lord; that is, he need- 
ed to be baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
We see many preachers preaching the 
Word who have known only the bap- 
tism of John, and are sadly in need 
of the Holy Ghost.
